N early 400 cases of persons having 
perished have already been received, 
w hile the reports as they continue to 
come in are increasing the list. 
Thd 
best inform ation is th a t ab o u t tw enty 
tow ns have already been destroyed, 
driving thousands of fam ilies from 
th e ir homes in the face of the dames. 
T he w orst 
suffering is reported 
from Hinckley, M inn., and vicinity. 
The estim ate of the loss of life there 
and in the surrounding tow ns is being 
increased by every report. 
It is said 
th a t strew n along on one street of 
H inckley the bodies of tw enty-nine 
victim s were found, w hile in another 
spot the charred »and unrecognizable 
rem ains of 103 citizens were counted. 
A low estim ate of the fatalities in 
th a t tow n alone is now placed a t 
300 persons. 
Scores of others were 
discovered severely injured, w hile the 
list of m issing was in the hundreds. 
I t is believed th a t a t least IOO victim s 
are 
on 
the farm s 
and 
clearings 
th ro u g h o u t the b u rn t district. 
The 
loss of life in and about Hinckley, 
Sandstone, Pokegam a, 
Skunk Lake 
an d Mission Creek w ill n o t be know n 
for weeks, 
if ever. 
The 
survivors 
have been taken to Pine City, where 
physicians cared 
for 
the 
injured, 


morass, out tne nre sought them out. 
N ot one was left to tell the tale, and 
there in a space of little more than four 
or five acres, were counted over 130 
corpses. 
T here were m any-families of 
five, six and seven, and there they lay, 
the men generally a little in advance, 
the m other surrounded by her little 
ones, cut off by the m ost horrible of 
deaths. 
N early all the bodies were nude, the 
fire having burned every vestige of 
th eir clothing, 
and blackened and 
charred many of the corpses beyond 
recognition, and w hole fam ilies were 
wiped out as they were and some of 
the bodies 
com pletely 
incinerated. 
Identification is absolutely out of the 
question. Those who fled to th e n o rth 
on foot followed the D uluth track, 
and 
so 
rapid 
was the 
progress 
of the flames th a t m any of them 
were actually burned as they fled, 
falling on the rig h t of w ay for a dis­ 
tance of three miles or more. 
N early 
th irty bodies were recovered along 
here. 
Some of the forem ost of the es­ 
caping citizens m et the D uluth traia 
com ing in from the north. It was due 
a t H inckley a t 4:05. 
E ngineer Jim 
Root was a t the throttle. 
He stopped 
the train and took on 125 of the refu­ 
gees who crowded into the train, com* 
etely filling it. 
The people who rem ained in H inck­ 
ley fared the best of all. 
They took 
refuge in a gravel pit partially filled 
w ith w ater and b u t one life is re ­ 
ported to have been lost there. 
There seems no hope for a cessation 
of the progress of the flames save an 
end of the g reat drouth. 
No such 
hope is held oil t. for w hile much needed 
rain is promised for otli or points “dry 
and fair” is the prediction for the burn­ 
ing districts by the w eather bureau. 
Maps of the burning districts accom­ 
pany the stories of t ’ 
ferings in them .

Very few persons are 
le ft in Hinckley. 
“N ot the ghost of a th in g le ft in the 
tow n,” was the re p o rt m ade by a ra il­ 
road official who le ft there yesterday, 
and it is believed a q u arter of the pop­ 
u latio n of the tow n has been lo st in 
th e general destruction. 
Good news 
cam e la st n ig h t th a t the tow n of 
W ashburn, Wis., across the bay from 
Ashland, had been saved. 
B ut other 
reports are th a t the flames elsew here 
are increasing th e ir fury, and are now 
advancing into the vast forests east of 
A shland and tow ard th e cities in the 
iron belt, leading to M arq u ette 
M any oth er tow ns w ere reported in 
danger late la st n ig h t 
Cadott, near 
Chippewa Falls, W ia, w as reported in 
danger. 
The tow n is surrounded by 
flames, and the people of Chippewa 
F alls had gone to the rescue w ith 
steam ers. 
The ex ten t of the suffering can 
hard ly be described, b u t already the 
hand of charity is a t work, and the 
cities of the three states are sending 
aid to th e sufferers. 
B ut railro ad s 
have been injured by the fires, and in 
m any cases traffic has been entirely 
suspended, th u s preventing the s ta rt­ 
ing out of relief expeditions. 
The fire struck H inckley on the east 
side of the D uluth track. The eastern 
M innesota train from the south had 
ju st come in and the people of the 
panic-stricken city flocked to it for 
safety. 
A num ber of box cars were 
coupled on and filled and covered 
w ith men, wom en and children. 
In 
a ll th ere w as a m otley crowd of about 
fo u r hundred and fifty or more peo­ 
ple, 
The tra in pulled out ju st ahead 
of the fire and suceeded in ultim ately 
reach in g Duluth. 
This circum stance, 
w h ile fo rtu n ate in a degree th a t can 
n o t estim ated, has m ade the confusion 
greater, 
for it is n o t know n who 
escaped in this way, and m any people 
are reported dead w ho may be in 
safety. 
Had n o t this num ber of peo­ 
ple, largely wom en and children, left 
th e doomed city w hen they did the 
loss of life w ould have vastly in­ 
creased. 
Probably 200 of them le ft tow n on 
foot or in vehicles, plunging into the 
woods to the north, across the Grind­ 
stone river, w hich skirts the tow n on 
th e north. 
They w ere literally fleeing 
before the pursuing dem on of fire. 
Over the hill th a t rises beyond the 
G rindstone is a sw am p, and to this 
m ost of the people w ith team s headed 
b u t it proved no protection. 
The lire 
gave them 
no opportunity 
to go 
farther. 
Some abandoned th eir team s 
and ran into the low er portions of the

situation a t Sandstone is even more 
appalling th an a t H inckley, except in 
point of num bers. 
Of the 200 people 
living in the tow n one-fourth are dead. 
A bout IGO w ent to the river, and fifty 
or sixty were burned to death. 
The 
people who were saved were all day 
w ith o u t food or shelter, and no relief 
could be g ot to them yesterday. 
The 
people are living on potatoes and car­ 
rots le ft in the ground. 
Sandstone is 
about three miles from Sandstone 
Junction on the D uluth road, and the 
lire was on both sides of the river, 
so th a t the Tow n of P artridge w as 
burned. 
Mr. Gilboy, conductor of the Eastern 
M innesota, came down to eighteen 
miles north of H inckley and found all 
the bridges burned, 
including 
big 
bridges over the K ettle river and the 
Grindstone. 
Ile 
w alked 
down to 
Sandstone and found only a handful 
of people. 
One gentlem an, Mr. San­ 
born, found forty-seven dead bodies 
lying uncovered in the sun. 
The 
people are d estitu te of everything. 
They need food, 
shelter, 
clothing, 
and m edical attendance. 
In addition 
to forty-seven bodies a t Sandstone 
there are tw enty 
a t K ettle 
River 
Junction. 
All the settlers in the vi­ 
cinity are probably burned to death. 
O’Neill Bros. had tw elve cam ps in the 
woods near Sandstone and all these 
are burned. 
M ost of the inm ates, 
however, are believed to have escaped 
w ith th eir lives. 
T here are ab o u t eleven homeless 
fam ilies still a t Mission Creek, but 
they have provisions for about tw enty- 
four hours. 
Brook Park, tw o miles 
wQst of Hinckley, is burned, and there 
are about 125 people there, m any of 
whom are in need of im m ediate relief. 
At Sandstone there are forty uniden­ 
tified bodies, many of them burned so 
badly th a t identification w ill be im­ 
possible.

STABBED IN HER BED. 


At Least 200 Lives Lost in the D estruc­ 
tion of the M innesota Town. 
P i n e 
C ity , 
Minn., 
Sept. 
3.—The 
tow n of H inckley has been wiped out 
by fire and n o t less th an 200 people 
perished in the flames. 
The w alls of 
the school house, the iron fence about 
the tow n hall property, the bank 
vault, and one absolutely uninjured 
outhouse are all th a t is le ft to m ark 
the site w here Saturday stood a score 
of store buildings and a dozen tim es 
as m any dw elling houses. 
As n ig h t closed in the people began 
to come out from th eir hiding places 
and m ade their way over the hot 
em bers of their city. 
The fire had 
spent its force, b u t the air was filled 
w ith smoke, through which gleam ed 
gleam ed the dull blaze of sm oldering 
fire in the more su b stan tial stocks of 
goods. 
W hen the m orning broke a 
few energetic spirits began to organ­ 
ize the w ork of th e recovery of the 
bodies. 
They ’w ent up the D uluth 
track to the n o rth and picked up 
thirty-one bodies betw een th e river 
and Skunk Lake. 
The bodies were 
w rapped up in blankets and such 
cloth as could be obtained and laid 
o u t by the side of the track w here the 
depot had stood. 
Citizens volunteers harnessed up the 
available vehicles saved in the gravel 
pit, and w ent out to the sw am p across 
th e Grindstone. 
They 
brought in 
ninety-six bodies, w hich were carried 
out to the desolate burying-ground, a 
mile east of town. 
There was n eith er 
tim e nor opportunity to observe the 
sacred form alities usually surround­ 
ing death. 
The excitem ent of the oc­ 
casion, 
the 
horrible 
experience 
through w hich the living had passed, 
and the more horrible form in w hich 
death had 
come to the lo st had 
tem porarily 
blunted 
the 
finer 
sensibilities 
and 
the 
dead 
were 
heaped high on the wagons and laid 
in piles a t the cem etery. 
The ninety- 
six bodies b rought into this point 
were exam ined by m any of the sur­ 
viving residents of Hinckley and but 
four could be 
identified, 
Charles 
Anderson, Axel Hanson, Dennis Riley 
and 
W illiam Ginder. 
The balance 
will have to be buried together. Those 
w ho brought in the bodies from the 
swam p reported th a t there w ere a t 
least th irty -six other bodies out there 
w hich can not be b ro u g h t in until 
m orning. 
T here is little probability of H inck­ 
ley ever being reb u ilt to its form er 
prosperous proportions. 
The total 
loss of life w ill neves be definitely 
know n. There were scattered through 
the woods settlers, 
clearings, 
and 
lum ber camps, w ith their w atchm en, 
and m any people were undoubtedly 
burned whose bodies w ere com pletely 
destroyed and w ill never be found. 


W ASHBURN’S H ARD FIGHT.

AU the fire engines in S t 
Paul and

have appreciably checked the riotous 
flames. 


Elderly W oman Murdered by a Boarder 
for an Unknown Cause. 


N e w Y o r k , S ep t 3 .—Mrs. Johanna 
Hoffman, 5G years old, of 544 E ast 
Sixth street, was m urdered about I 
o’clock this m orning by a Germ an 
laborer nam ed Carl Eeigenbahn, who 
had boarded w ith her for three days. 
The widow lived on the second floor 
in tw o sm all room s w ith her 20-year- 
old son. 
She slept in the fro n t room 
and her son on a cot a t the foot of her 
bed. 
The son aw akened about I o’clock 
and saw Feigenbahn, w ith a bloody 
butcher knife in his hand, standing 
beside his m other’s conch. 
Mrs. Hoff- 
1 man, w ith a g aeat gash in the le ft 
side of her neck from w hich the blood 
1 w as pouring, was ju st raising herself 
up. 
Young Hoffman sprang o u t of 
bed, seized Feigenbahn, and pushed 
him aw ay from th e couch. 
Feigen­ 
bahn ran into the rear room where he 
slept, w hile Hoffman sum m oned the 
police. 
Two officers ran into the house and 
found Mrs. Hoffman staggering about 
the room. 
H er face was covered w ith 
blood. 
She sank to the floor and died 
as they entered. 
Feigenbahn was 
then arretted. 
He said he knew n o th ­ 
ing adout the case. 
T here was no 
blood on his clothes, b u t his hands 
w ere bloody. 
A bloody sh irt was 
found nnder Feigenbahn’s bed w hich 
did not belong to the son. 
No cause 
is know for the tragedy.

S ep t 3.—A dispatch 
from W ashington says: 
It appears 
th a t G reat B ritain has already form ed 
an alliance w ith China, and th a t th e 
U nited S tates narrow ly avoided get­ 
ting entangled in th e China-Corean- 
Japan 
war. 
The proposition w as 
made th a t the United States co-oper­ 
ate w ith G reat B ritain and the o th er 
powers in keeping open th e tre a ty 
ports.
